AN EXAGGERATION 


As tothe future, it would 
seem to be an exaggeration to 
consider that the outlook !s 
other than uncertain, but it has 
hardly ever been otherwise in 
the ‘peace-time years of the 
present century.

Plaintiffs were represenied by 
Mr Oswald Cheung (instructed 
by Mr P.'A. L, Vine) and de 
fendanis by Mr. Brook <A. 
Bernacchi (instructed by M. A, 
da Silva and Co). 


The senna seeds were ori¢inal- 
ly stored in defendants’ godowns 
jn July, 1950 by the Victor 
Company. At the end of that 
month the plaintiffs loaned 
Victor Co, $20,000 and received 
ns security the godown warrant 
endorsed in blank by the 
Victor Co, 


Plaintiffs claimed that the 
godown sold the bags on behalf 
of Viclor Co., without reference 
to them. 


Defendants’ explanation was 
thot at the request of Victor 
Co, they had obtained a release 
of the goods from the Bank of 
China by guarantecing. payment 
of the Bank’s bill of $16,500 in 
respect of this and when the 
Bank pressed for the money 
the bags were sold. 


In his judgment Mr Justice 
Gould held that the plaintiffs 
did loan money to Victor Co., 
and that there was such a 
guarantee in respect of the 
Bank's bill,

HEAVILY IN FAVOUR 


He found that the balance of 
probabilities wctro heavily in 
favour.of.the. plaintiffs and sald 
ha accepted their evidence In 
preference to that of the 
defendants. After September 8, 
defendants were well awere that 
the godown warrant had been 
endorsed to and was held by 
plaintiffs, yet they paid the 

rocecds of the sale of the bags 
In so far as they exceeded the 
amount of their guarantee to the 
Victor Co. He could only infer 
thot the defendants were willing 
to advance any story which they 
thought would serve them, he 
sald. ' 


Mr Justice Gould held there 
was attornment by defendants to 
the pleintiffs ia respect. of the 
remaining tage on September ‘8 
and that the defendants acknow- 
ledged that they were wrong in 
putting an endorstment upon the
